Unions To Ballot On Modified Wage, Hours 
Claim By April 29 


**Men’s Rejection Might Mean Strike” 


EMBERS of the National Union 

of Furniture Trades Operatives 
are to be asked to take part in a 
postal ballot to decide whether a 
modified claim on wages and condi- 
tions should be pursued. 

Announcing this, Mr. A, G. Tom- 
kins, C.B.E., general secretary of 
N.U.F.T.O., says that there is no re- 
maining doubt that the unions could 
not secure their original four-point 
claim by negotiation, but there are 
reasonable grounds for the belief that 
the modified claims could be settled. 

Mr. Tomkins says that the general 
executive council, having considered 
all the implications of the present

The initiation of the scheme owes

In addition to this practical train 
ing, there are classes in wood 
machining technique and technical 
drawing, history of furniture, timber 
technology, and art, and visits to 
museums and famous historic houses 
are arranged as part of the course 

Valuable prizes are being awarded 
to successful students by the L.F.M 

The normal age of entry is 16 
years, minimum, but students can 
be admitted at almost any age up to 
30, especially if they have already 
had industrial experience. 

Deferment from National Service 
can be arranged so that the student 
can, if he wishes, complete the three- 
year course beforehand, Or he can 
take the first two years of the course 
before entry, and the last (third) 
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year after his service, if he wishes 

The college certificate is awarded 
to students who complete the course 
satisfactorily, but there are special 
conditions attached to the award of 
the college diploma 

If the student wishes to specialis« 
he may do so during an (optional) 
fourth year, electing to study either

N Viewpoint last week we 
made an urgent plea for the 
continuance of that “sweet 

reasonableness” which has 
marked labour relations in the 
furniture industry during recent 
years. 

We plead for a jettisoning of 
any antagonisms and prejudices. 
** We did not know that, on 
the very day our appeal was pub- 
lished, the general secretary of the 
furniture trade unions was issuing 
a series of modified wage-and- 
hour claims which, he said, he 
had “reasonable grounds” for 
believing would be acceptable to 
the furniture employers. 

This would seem to show that 
the existing machinery for labour 
negotiations in the furniture trade 
is running sufficiently smoothly 
to prevent any mass stoppage of 
work, 
%% Admittedly Mr. Tomkins, 
General Secretary of N.U.F.T.O., 
stresses that a rejection of these 
modified improvements in wages 
and hours would result in “a 
complete negotiating deadlock” 
which could be followed only 
by “selective activity designed 
to exercise economic pressure 
against certain of the employers ” 

by which apparently he means 
a series of guerilla strikes such as 
we have seen in the electrical 
industry—or a National Strike. 

But we believe there is a likeli- 
hood that the workers will vote 
in favour of negotiating on the 
new basis (briefly, 2d. instead of 
6d. an hour extra in pay, and a 
44 instead of a 40-hour week 
originally claimed). We also be- 
lieve that negotiations on these 
lines might be agreed to by a 
clear majority of the employers 

although there is bound to be 
a certain amount of resistance on 
both sides. 


te% We must make it clear that 
the terms outlined by Mr. Tom- 
KINS do not constitute a definite 


offer by the employers. Neither 
side is committed in any way. But 
we do hope very sincerely that it 
will be possible, as we pleaded 
last week, for any prejudices on 
either side to be dropped over- 
board and for a new agreement 
to be drafted that will be fair to 
everyone.

S° great a success has a five- 
\7 apartment show-house been at 
Mactaggart and Mickel’s Simshill 
Estate at Cathcart, Glasgow, that it 
was recently closed for redecoration 
and re-furnishing and opened again 
last Saturday.

Mr. C. H. Ponsford designed the 
hotise which occupies a space roughly 
50 feet by 20 feet.

NE of the most interesting 

exhibitions in recent months was 

the “ Three Arts” display by Sander 

sons Fabrics, Ltd. (Reported in

As a displayman I was impressed 
by a number of features which col- 
lectively made an object lesson in 
presentation of many beautiful things 
in a limited space. The business 
angle of this exhibition was not sacri- 
ficed to the esthetic gods: the 
designer had blended together with a 
sub‘le efficiency powerful sales-talk 
and a restful yet easily seen and 
handled presentation of the merchan- 
dise. 

I was the

taken with 
simplicity and effectiveness of 
tubular stands used: these were 
basically a series of three or four 
2-ft. cubes made of white rod welded 
together. For showroom and window 
use they would offer a great variety 
of possible combinations of arrange 
ment—being particularly suitable for 
island sites. In nearly every town a 
metal works could be found where 
these stands could be made up for a 
reasonable sum—say £5 or £6.

exhibition—colour ! Everywhere 
colour was used, not only as a team 
mate of design but in its own right 
as a powerful instrument for creating 
beauty in the home, Each display 
area offered a colour scheme, exciting 
or subdued, which expressed a mood 
or a feeling. Colour was used lavishly 
yet always it was perfectly controlled 
and I away convinced that this 
small exhibition was an ideal example 
of what could be done with colour if 
one possessed two things :

1. The awareness of the importance 
of colour in our lives 

2. The energy and determination to 
harness colour to the selling machine 

How very few are the retailers who 
approach the use of colour in a real 
istic manner There seems to be 
prevalent a feeling that colour com 
binations hanker after the “arty.” If 
this is the reason what reason 
can there be for allowing showrooms 
and windows to look so muddled and 
uninviting. Some furnishers cling to 
the type of display which shows lines 

lots of lines with lots of pattern: 
and colours. They imagine these to 
be good strong selling windows, and 


not 
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perhaps they are on certain rare 
occasions when a price reduction is an 
added incentive to purchase 

Every customer will be convinced 
that she knows what colours she likes, 
but on enquiry it will invariably be 
found that her knowledge rarely 
extends beyond being able to name the 
colour green, blue, and so on. She is 
out of her depth with tints, shades 
and harmonies and there lies the true 
responsibility of the furnisher, 

I am not going to 
every furnisher should make an 
exhaustive study of this vast subject 

far from it. Indeed there is much 
about this matter of colour which can 
be well left What is needed 
is a realistic approach, and advanced 
text books can be ignored. 

Where so many people go wrong 
with colour is in the distribution and 
proportion of colour, and I would 
include in that list many of the people 
who _ dress furnishing windows 
Colour, it must be remembered, is an 
all-important factor in the creating of 
balance, everywhere—in the shop- 
window, and the home 
Frequently it is not a matter of using 
the wrong colour, but rather of using 
the wrong proportion of that particu- 
lar colour in relation to the other 
colours surrounding it, which causes 
trouble

EOMETRICAL designs continue 
to hold their own in the latest 
fabric ranges, but in nearly every case 
the squares and rectangles forming 
the basic design are given additional 
interest by decorative touches such as 
naturalistic symbols, solid colour 
planes with their own shadows, or 
softened outlines to the main design 
The dots-and-dashes themes of the 
1930's which lingered on in some 
ranges even until last year, have 
matured into designs with a fuller, 
rounder appearance Characteristic 
of the new abstracts are the three 
fabrics pictured here. These are all 
cottons, and in two cases the fabric 
itself has additional textural interest 
Grafton Furnishings have included 
several abstracts in their “ Home- 
craft” range.

ANY visitors to the Harris 
Lebus, Ltd., stand at the Fur 
niture Exhibition this year paused to 
inspect the kitchen cabinets fitted with 
“ Armourplate ” glass working sur 
faces. Their distrust of the seem 
ing fragility of this glass for use in 
the work-a-day kitchen was usually 
dispelled by a demonstration of its 
remarkable toughness—an unmerciful 
blow with something hard and heavy. 

That glass is an excellent surface 
for pastry-making most housewives 
will agree. It is also stainless, but 
it is brittle and easily cracked by 
heat shock. These two disadvan- 
tages are overcome in the toughening 
process to which Armourplate ” 
glass has been subjected. 

To understand the toughening pro- 
cess of “ Armourplate” glass and to 
appreciate fully its properties and 
limitations, it is necessary to know 
something of the nature and mechani- 
cal qualities of glass itself. 


Why Glass is Brittle 


Everyone accepts the fact that glass 
is brittle. This is so because it is 
weak in tension, is elastic right up to 
its breaking point and has no ductility 
It does not give warning of impend- 
ing fracture by becoming deformed 
under an excessive load. 

Although weak in tension 
never breaks until the critical low 
tensile stress is developed in some 
part of the surface. It is, too, notably 
strong in compression 

The toughening process allows com 
pressive stresses up to four times the 
magnitude of the breaking tensile 
stress to be set up in the surface with 
out risk of breakdown. The compen- 
sating tension, being wholly contained 
within the glass and never reaching 
the surface, cannot cause rupture 

“ Armourplate,” produced by Pil 
kington Brothers, Ltd., of St. Helens, 
Lancashire, is toughened polished 
plate glass of high quality, and can 
resist stresses several times as 
as those which would fracture ordi 
nary untoughened glass 

The toughening process is a simple 
heat treatment. The piece of glass 
sheet is heated uniformly until it is 
just at the beginning of its plastic

stage, and is then cooled as rapidly 
as possible by directing jets of cold 
air uniformly on both its surfaces 
Glass is a poor conductor of heat, so 
the surfaces cool quickly enough to 
become solid while the interior is still 
hot and plastic 

This difference in temperature be 
tween the inside and the surface per 
sists during the cooling, and there is 
as yet no strain between the inside 
and outside, Eventually, however, the 
surface cools to atmospheric tempera 
ture, and will contract no more, The 
interior, though, is still hot and wants 
to continue to contract as the remain 
ng heat is lost 


Balanced Stress 

Being of one piece with the surface, 
this interior contraction is restricted, 
and the elasticity of the glass allows 
it to settle down to a balanced stress 
of tension in the interior and com 

pression in the surface 
That is where the toughness comes 
in. Before the piece will fracture, 
the load must first remove all the 
compressive stress in the surface and 
then impose the tensile stress up to 
the breaking point.

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Small Firms Can Afford Work-Study 


M‘4x* people still regard work- 
study as a new-fangled idea, 
which may have produced one or two 
flash-in-the-pan results, but which 
could not be considered seriously in 
their own organisations. 

This, I think, is specially true of 
smaller firms, where personal partici- 
pation by the directors is the order 
of the day and where frequently 
working capital must be jealously 
husbanded. 

The question “ Can we afford work- 
study?” must have been asked over 
and over again in recent years I 
would be so bold as to say that the 
real question we must ask ourselves 
is quite a different one: “Can the 
small firm to-day afford to be with- 
out work-study ?” 

A small company, employing about 
100 people, was engaged in dyeing and 
finishing rayon piece goods. It was 
typical of many others having a high 
reputation for quality and good work- 
manship, At the time trade was good 
but the incidence of overtime and 
might shift working was high. 


Constant Pay Demands 


There was 


also a more or less 
constant flow of requests for pay 
increases from one department or 
another. Moreover it was felt the 
company had reached a stage of 
development where something more 
precise in the way of labour and cost 
controls should be introduced. There 
was no form of piece-work or pay- 
ment by results scheme in operation. 

The workers’ representatives agreed 
to the suggestion that an incentive 
bonus scheme based on work-study 
should be introduced. I was allocated 
by the company to work with the 
consultants as the company’s repre- 
sentative. 

Some general comments on the 
problems and snags inherent in the 
introduction of work-study techniques 
may be of interest. Firstly, the con- 
sultants’ whole system and approach 
to the job was new, and apt to be 
treated with the gravest suspicion. 

Because the operatives knew that 
all studies taken might ultimately 
affect their wage packet, confidence 
and co-operation were at first difficult 
to obtain. 

If a man knows his particular job 
is being studied he naturally tends to 
emphasise its difficulties. Often the 
rate of working tends to be lower, 
especially when the _ stop - watch 
appears ! Again, some _ people, 
especially women, find it impossible to 


work naturally when they are being 
watched. 

Management at this 
find themselves in a most unenviable 
position. They have a_ sensitive 
labour position on their hands owing 
to the work-study activities, yet have 
seen little or nothing in the way of 
concrete results

Parcelling 
materials varied from heavy corruga 
ted cardboard to sheer cellophane 
Number and size of labels and fasten- 
ings also varied with customers’ 
seasonal requirements. 

The parcelling team was put on 
bonus, but the response was not 
encouraging During the first five 
weeks no bonus at all was earned. 

The standards set called for a large 
increase on the current production 
figures, and the team had _ been 
reduced. Also, owing to development 
of new methods and changes in lay- 
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out the operatives had been subjected 
to a good deal of inconvenience, and 
by now had had enough 

Thirdly, the eyes of the rest of the 
works were on them The team’s 
performance was of vital importance 
to the whole labour force, whose 
advice generally to the team was 
‘Take it easy. If you show them it 
can’t be done they'll loosen the rate!” 

We were confident that the stand 
ards were fair, and ultimately tact 
and perseverance won the day. After 
nursing the job along for six weeks 
we turned the corner: the team began 
to earn a reasonable bonus 

The effect on the rest of 
tives was remarkable 
themselves became keen 
they could earn a bonus without 
undue strain or fatigue, and began to 
feel a sense of odie ~vement as output 
(and their reward) 

In the other departments, people 
hearing of the increased earnings 
began to ask when they were going to 
be studied. Once the ice was broken 
the rest of the application went com- 
paratively smoothly

Method-study to my 
entirely logical first step towards 
work measurement The results, 
although not as sensational as those 
achieved by time-study and incentives, 
more than justify the initial effort.

HE number one topic of conversa- 
tion now in the hardwood trade 
is the dollar hardwood situation. It 
is daily growing more confused 
because some producers of Common 
wealth hardwoods feel that a re 
opening of the dollar hardwood 
market would have an adverse effect 
on them. This view is not generally 
supported by the hardwood trade 
because it is felt, that, in any case, a 
re-opening of the dollar market would 
have little or no effect on the demand 
for the established Commonwealth 
hardwoods, which there will 
always be a ready market in this 
country. Dollar hardwoods would in 
no sense be direct competitors with 
them, but because of their intrinsic 
value to the consumer—particularly 
the furniture industry (memories of 
U.S. square-edged oak and ash of 
prime quality!)—would stimulate a 
further demand for ‘hardwood as 
such. From this increased demand 
Commonwealth hardwoods would also 
benefit

Oddly enough, it is those producers 
who have most cause to worry about 
the possible re-opening of the dollar 
market who have so far been silent 
These are the Continental producers 
There can be little doubt that a free 
import of American and Canadian 
square-edged hardwoods would have a 
marked effect on the Continental 
market.
